tunate Jeannette expedition is now in a 
great measure cleared. 
The latest dis- 


coveries reveal a sad ending of what was 
a most promising beginning. There has 
been no doubt for some time that Com- 
mander DeLoug and his companions had 
fallen victims to the hardships of the 
fllhnateand the perils of polar navigation. 
Tho worst fears are now confirmed as the 
bodies of the exploring party have been 
discovered. 
The brave men were frozen 


and starved to death, and their well-pre- 
served bodies are udw found by Lieu- 
tenant Melville and his parry. 
The pa- 


pers of the expedition are also found iu a 
good state of preservation and these will 
doubtless throw much light on the history 
of the terrible affair. 


There is another boat's crew ns yet un- 


heard from though there is no room for 
hope that they will be found alive. 
It is 


supposed that this boat was capsized in a 
gale and (til on board lost. . The facts are 
briefly recapitulated as follows:— 


The Jeannette was crushed by the ice 


June 12th, 1881, and sank the following 
day.

His work covers mi immense area of 


thought, extending over zoology, bolanv 
and geology, in each of which he has 
made the mark of mi original and power- 
ful mind enriched by loili/ research. The 
bulk of work of this kind "conveys but I ho 
dimmest idea of the toil involved in the 
collection of Ihe material, and spent in 
experiment am! observation. ' In aclual 
writing, Dr. Darwin works on a plan of 
his own, in very short spells—never ex- 
ceeding a couple of hours- -and never 
commenced until the evidence lias been 
carefully collected,
